need to repair a piece of farming 
equipment 
they 
don’t 
have

drive 10 miles into Comanche, the 
county seat, to have it done. They 
simply come to the community 
work and repair shop at the* Sid­ 
ney 
Consolidated 
School 
where 
electrically 
operated 
tools 
are 
available to do any ordinary farm 
repair job. 
The shop was set up by 
Federal governm ent during 
war as an emergency farm 
production measure. It has 
been reestablished on a self-sup­ 
portin'’ 
cooperative 
basis. 
The 
government furnishes the tools, 
the Sidney school 
provides the 
building, and each member 
dues to care for expenses 
m aterials such as w’elding 
etc. 
Tw enty-four 
farmers 
of 
community 
are participatin 
the project, and there are iacili- 
tics ior several more, school ot • 
1 leial.s said. U. S. Sanders is shop 
fw em an, and the project is under 
the 
general 
direction 
of 
the 
school’s vocational agriculture de­ 
partm ent, headed by Supt. J. B. 
Cooper. 
Sidney 
school 
students 
use the facilities of the shop two 
days, and it is available to farm ­ 
ers of the community four days 
of each week. 
Shop equ.pment includes elec­ 
trically operated saws, a weldei, 
paint spray machine and nu m er­ 
ous other items. 
Canning C enter 
The school home economics de­ 
partm ent has also been of ser­ 
vice 
to 
the 
entire com m unity. 
During the past summ er it w’as 
the site of a community canning 
center sponsored by the Federal 
government and conducted under 
the supervision of the vocational 
agriculture departm ent. Some 150 
farm iamilies put up more th an 
3,000 cans of peas, beans, to m a­ 
toes and other fruits and vege­ 
tables uunng the 10-weeks per-
